their own Force; or, at moſt, as Things fit . 
ther to exerciſe the Powers of our Minds, than 
to create new Habits in them. Inſtead of fuch 
Paſſages, I was thinking it would be of great Uſe 
(if any Body could hit it) to lay before the Worli 
ſach Adventures as befal Perfons nor exalted 
above the common Level.

IN ancicnt Times, it was the Cuſtom to ad- 
dreſs their Works to ſome eminent for their Me- 
rit to Mankind, or particular Patronage of the 
Writers themſelves, or Knowledge in the Mat- 


ter of which they treated. Under theſe Regards, 
1 it 
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it was a memorable Honour to both Parties, and 
g very. agreeable Record their Commerce 
with each other. Theſe Applications were ne- 
ver ſtuffed with impertinent Praiſes, but were 
the native Product of their Eſteem, which was 
implicitly received, or generally known to be 
due to the Patron of the Work: But vain Flou- 
riſhes came into the World, with other barba- 
rous Embelliſhments ; and the Enumeration of 
Titles, and great Actions, in the Patrons them- 
ſelves, or their Sires, are as foreign to the Mat- 
ter in Hand as the Ornaments are in a Gothi k 
Building, This is Clapping together Perſons 
which have no Manner of Alliance, and can for 
that Reaſon have no other Efte& than making 
both Parties juſtly ridiculous. What Pretence 
u there in Nature for me to write to a great 
Man, and tell him, My Lord, becauſe your 
Grace is a Duke, your Grace's Father beſora 
you was an Earl, his Lordſhip's Father was a Ba- 
ron, and his Lordſhip's Father both a wiſe and a 
rich Man; IT Iſaac Bickerſtaff um obliged, and 
could not poſſibly forbear addreſſing to you the 
following Treatiſe. Tho' rhis is the plain "HL 
tion of all I could poſſibly ſay to him with a good

What makes the Depravity 
in : mong us in this Behalf the more veratiqus and 
be irkſome to refledt upon, is, That the 3 . 
ns of Life is carried as far amongſt us, as it could; 
no be in thoſe memorable People; and we want on- 
ly 4 proper Application of the Qualities which 
are frequent among us to be as worthy as they. 
There is hardhy a Man to be found who will not 
fight upon any Occaſion which he thinks may 
taint his on Honour. Were this Motive as ſtrong 
in every Thing that regards the Publick, as it 6 
in this our private Cale, no Man would paſs his 
Life away without having diſtinguiſhed” himſelf” 
by ſome gallant Inſtance of his Zeal towards it
